AS ANNOUNCED in a previous issue of AMERICAN 
ARTISAN, a Pan-American conference will be opened 
Monday, May 24th, in Washington, D. 
Financing C., under the auspices of the Depart- 
Pan-American 
T ment of State. 
rade. : . £319 : 
This conference will be distinctly dif- 
ferent from those which have been held during the 
past few months and perhaps even in a sense unique— 
im the fact that it will be a financial conference. Trade 
Promotion will, of course, be discussed, but that will 
secondary and incidental. The principal feature 
i the gathering will be a scientific, yet practical, dis- 
cussion of Pan-American finance, credit and facilities 
or the economic use and development of credit. 


The conference is the natural outcome of a discov- 
ery regarding the commerce of the United States with 
the countries in the southern. portion of this hemis- 
phere. 

When the war in Europe broke out many persons 
thought that all that it was necessary for manufactur- 
ers in the United States to do was to send a corps of 
clever salesmen, mail some catalogs printed in Span- 
ish or Portuguese, and trade would at once commence 
to flow toward our shores instead of toward those of 
Europe. A large number went so far as to maintain 
that it was not even necessary to go to that extent. 
Brazil and the other Pan-American countries would 
have to come to us for their necessities and luxuries. 
But today, we have come to realize that even intel- 
ligent and what might otherwise have been effective 
efforts toward trade expansion will not answer the 
purpose, and that foreign trade is to a large extent a 
matter of financial and credit facilities, of “exchange” 
quotations, of familiarity with standards of value, of 
loans and investments, of centers and spheres of finan- 
cial interest. 

It is to consider ways and means for the proper de- 
velopment and maintenance of these factors that the 
conference in Washington will be held. Leading 
bankers and financiers from this country and from 
the Central and South American republics will be in 
attendance, and from their deliberations it is only rea- 
sonable to expect that a practical plan will be recom- 
mended and put into action which will be the real be- 
ginning and foundation for the development of our 
trade with those countries. 








A GREAT deal has been said and written about the 
value to the retail hardware dealer of the advertising 
which is done by manufacturers of hard- 

Linking Up ware or kindred lines for the consumer 
with National . ¢ ‘ a : 
Advertising. = AGATE of more or less nation 
wide distribution. 

In some cases, the retailer has objected to handling 
such advertised articles because the profit which he 
can realize on these items at the price advertised by 
the manufacturer is not in keeping with what the 
retailer considers as a fair margin. 

While it may be admitted for argument’s sake that 
less salesmanship in some cases may be necessary in 
order to effect a sale of an advertised trademarked 
article and that therefore, the retailer might be ex- 
pected to sell it on a closer basis, still the fact remains 
that unless as a whole nationally advertised lines of 
hardware are offered to the consumer at a retail price 
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that allows for more than the bare cost of handling 
them—as some of them do—very little cooperation 
can be expected by the manufacturer from retail 
hardware dealers, but as time’ goes on, the retail hard- 
ware dealer is provided with an opportunity for mak- 
ing a choice among advertised lines of the same char- 
acter and thus is not obliged to put a line in stock be- 
cause it is advertised even if that line does not allow 
him a fair profit. 

With this point decided and with the fact admitted 
that advertising to the consumer does help create a 
demand and therefore does assist the retail hardware 
dealer in making sales—the next point to consider is 
how this national advertising on the part of the man- 
ufacturer may be linked up to the best advantage with 
the local retail hardware stores. 

It will be admitted that in the past, there has been 
a link missing in the chain: The consumer was put 
to the trouble of finding out where he could buy the 
article which was being advertised. 

How this difficulty could be overcome was a matter 
of very serious importance because if the problem 
were not solved much of the effort put forth would 
be lost. 

Some manufacturers furnish the local dealer with 
electrotyped advertisements with the idea that he 
should insert them in his local newspapers. But as a 
matter of fact, that idea has not been successful be- 
cause the. average dealer objects to paying for say six 
inches of advertising space, five and a half inches of 
which are given up entirely to the trademarked article 
and one half inch provided for the words, “For sale 
by Jim Smith and Company.” He felt that he was 
paying far more than his share of the cost of the locai 
advertising. 

The most recent development, however, bids fair to 
be of very great importance. It makes it possible for 
the local dealer to feature the trademarked lines which 
he handles as prominently as he desires to do in his 
local newspaper, and in addition to this he has the 
active cooperation of the manufacturers of these lines 
who bear a considerable share of the expense in local- 
izing the advertising campaign. 

The development is exemplified to very good effect 
in the so-called “Hampton Idea,” the name being de- 
rived from the campaign which was started some time 
ago and which is still being carried on in the little 
town of Hampton, Iowa. 

On pages 25 to 27 of this issue of AMERICAN 
ARTISAN is given a detailed description of how this 
campaign is being conducted and what the results have 
been, together with reproductions of advertisements 
from some of the Hampton retail hardware dealers. 

This definite statement by one of the dealers of that 
thriving Iowa town is well worthy of the careful con- 
sideration by every retail hardware dealer who desires 
to be classed among progressive merchants: 

“I have found that my participation in this adver- 
tising campaign has brought into my store a large 
number of men and women in the trading territory 
who had never before bought any merchandise of any 
Many of these were in the habit of 
sending away either to Cedar Rapids, Des Moines or 
Chicago for most of their requirements, but now that 





sort from me. 
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they have seen with their own eyes that Hampt 
merchants are in position to serve them as efficient 
as outside concerns, they have decided to give us th: 
trade. My business has increased during the past t) 
months by almost 50 percent in spite of bad roads.”

ARTISAN there is shown an advertisement which 
unique, both in size and in the manner !

Had to Say. This advertisement occupied a spacx 


of 10 inches, double column, which i; 
altogether out of the ordinary when it is considered 
that it was inserted by—a blacksmith. 

Almost any rural newspaper publisher would con- 
sider himself lucky if he could persuade the black 
smith of his town to run a one-inch “card.” And.as 
noted in the foregoing this advertisement occupied 
twenty times as much space. 

Possibly even more striking than the size of the 
advertisement is the manner in which the space was 
filled. Turn to the page indicated and read the an- 
nouncement. 

The average person would find little to say about a 
blacksmith shop, but Mr. Sikkema, of Hampton, Iowa, 
has blazed a trail for his confreres by the fact that he 
has demonstrated that it is actually possible to write 
an interesting advertisement about a blacksmith shop. 

It is safe to say: that the people in and around 
Hampton will have a better understanding of what 
Mr. Sikkema can do for them. In his advertisement 
he is “selling service,” which is practically the only 
thing that the average blacksmith has for sale, and he 
makes his offer in such a manner that he cannot fail 
to impress the readers of his advertisement with the 
fact that he renders efficient service. 

Retail hardware dealers may well give this adver- 
tisement careful study, because in it they will find 
many suggestions for making their own advertise- 
ments more effective. 








For More than ten years there has been more or less 
talk about a “Lakes-to-Gulf Waterway,” and seven 
Lakes-to-Gulf¥¢4"S 88° the people of Illinois voted a 

Waterway bond issue of twenty million dollars to 
Means Lowerdig a canal from Lake Michigan to the 
Freight Rates. Mississippi River, but the bonds have 
never been placed on the market for the reason that 
the necessary legislation was not passed. 

This subject is one of vital interest, not simply to 
business men and consumers in Illinois, but to the 
entire Middle West and even to the Pacific Coast, be- 
cause when such a waterway shall have been con- 
structed it will be possible to ship freight which does 
not require quick delivery at rates which will be much 
lower than those in force at present. 

With the opening of the Panama Canal the matte: 
has again come into prominence, and in the present 
Illinois Legislature there is now up for consideration 
a bill providing for an 8-foot barge canal to be dug 
from the point where the Chicago Sanitary Canal en 
ters the Illinois River to the junction of that strean 
with the Mississippi. 

As noted in the foregoing this is a matter of utmo: 
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portance to the people in the central West and 
pecially to the business men, because it will mean 
wer freight rates for agricultural products and man- 
ifactured articles, and there is, therefore, every rea- 
on why the business interests of that section should 
jut pressure to bear upon those who are to decide the 
fate of the proposed measure during the present ses- 
sion—and especially should the business men of IIli- 
nois make it their business to see that this bill is passed 
before the legislature adjourns. 

This can be done in several ways: One very effec- 
tive means is for every retail hardware dealer, every 
wholesaler and every’ manufacturer of hardware or 
kindred products to write to the three representatives 
and to the senator who “represent” his district that it 
is his wish that they vote for the passage of the bill. 

A “message from home” usually has more effect 
than all the newspaper articles and editorials that may 
be published, and AMERICAN ARTISAN urges as a mat- 
ter of public welfare that such letters be written not 
later than Monday, May 24th, by every subscriber in 
Illinois to the members of the legislature. 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

About a year ago I mentioned the fact that the busi- 
ness men of a certain city in Oklahoma had worked 
out plans for a “Pay-up-Week,” and that this had 
turned out very successfully. 

Since then reports have come to me of other cities 
where similar compaigns have been conducted—all 
with very successful results. 

The latest one that has been planned is by the Retail 
Merchants’ Association of Wilkes-Barre, Pennsyl- 
vania, and is to be held during the second week of 
June. It is the hope that all small, old bills will be 
liquidated during that week, and the week is to be 
advertised extensively. 

Occasions of that sort are not only beneficial in a 
direct way, by the money which is thus secured by the 
retail merchants, but they have a tendency to reduce 
the amount of floating indebtedness, as well as to help 
the dealers get on a better footing with their credit 
customers by educating them to a fairly regular sys- 
tem of settling accounts.

There are too many men of the kind who lack the 
quality which is sometimes called “stick-to-it-iveness.” 
Too many of us will be very enthusiastic at the start 
when a new proposition comes up, or when an or- 
ganization is formed, or when an advertising cam- 
paign is inaugurated, but if things are not moving 
quickly enough to suit us, or if the immediate results 
vained fail to come up to our expectations, we are too 
rone to quit, and thus we are not only liable to lose 
vhatever money or time we have expended, but we 
may also thereby prevent those who “stick” from 
‘eaping the full reward from their efforts, or at best 
etard the reaping of the reward. 

[ am reminded of this by reading a well-known say- 
ng of my old friend John Wanamaker, the great 
‘hiladelphia and New York merchant. 

Mr. Wanamaker must be credited with knowing 
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more than the ordinary man about advertising, for he 
has built up his huge business by the consistent use of 
advertising, and what he has to say about this matter 
should therefore be of more than usual interest. In 
fact, no one can afford to neglect the advice he offers 
in the following statement : 

“If there is one enterprise on earth that a ‘quitter’ 
should leave severely alone, it is advertising. To 
make a success of advertising one must be prepared 
to stick like a barnacle on a boat’s bottom. He should 
know before he begins it that he must spend money— 
lots of it. Somebody must tell him also that he can- 
not hope to reap results commensurate with his ex- 
penditure early in the game. Advertising doesn’t jerk ; 
it pulls. It begins very gently at first, but the pull is 
steady. It increases day by day and year by year. 
until it exerts an irresistible power.”

When a man has spent all his boyhood and man- 
hood in learning and practicing the sheet metal trade 
and during his time of engagement in this business 
has reached a position of prominence, it may be taken 
for granted that he has used such opportunities as 
have come to him or as he may have created himself 
to good purpose 

There are men today who are prone to give too 
mutch credit to luck and circumstances, especially when 
the case concerns themselves and when they have 
failed to make good. In such instances they blame 
luck, conditions, and circumstances for their failures, 
but in most of these instances it will be found upon 
examination that, instead of luck having anything to 
do with their failure, it is due 
to their own lack of aggres- 
their own un- 
as to 


siveness and 
preparedness as_ well 
their own unwillingness to do 
the things which are required 
of any one who seeks to make 
a success for himself. 

In the case of James J. 
Barrett, the subject of this 
sketch, luck certainly had 
nothing to do with his success, 
nor were conditions and cir- 
cumstances especially favor- 
able, for he was born in a 
town which at one time was 
quite an important shipping 
point on the Mississippi River 
but which with the decadence 
of river traffic lost much of! 
its prosperity. The only point 
which might be classed as a 
bit of luck, and this could 
only be done by a wide stretch 
of imagination, is the fact that 
his parents placed him in a sheet metal shop of a firm 
which believed in training their young employes in the 
proper manner, but if “Jim,” as he is called by every 
one who knows him, had not been inclined to take 
advantage of the opportunities which were presented 
to him and if he had not sought to improve on these 
opportunities and to create some for himself, he would 
most likely be no better off than many of the boys who 
started in the sheet metal trade at the time when he 
did and who are today still working for wages. 

In fact, Jim maintains that he will not employ any 
young man in his shop who is not willing to make a 
special effort to learn the trade thoroughly, both in 
a practical and technical sense, and it is a matter of 
pride with him that many of the men who have gone 


away from his shop are today either foremen in othe: 
shops or engaged in business for themselves. The) 
stand as monuments to the idea which has been indi- 
cated in the foregoing and which is now being main- 
tained as one of the cardinal principles of the Na- 
tional Sheet Metal Contractors’ Association—that to 
produce efficient sheet metal workers, the master 
workers or the owner of the shop must make it a 
point to see that his apprentices and young workers 
receive the proper training in his shop. 

There is another interesting fact about the history 
of the life of James J. Barrett and that is that he was 
born in Alton, Illinois, and has lived there during the 
fifty-six years since he first saw the light of this world. 

After he had attended the 
public school, he became ap- 
prenticed to the old sheet 
metal firm of Pitts and Ham- 
ill, something like forty years 
‘ago, and for about twenty 
years he worked for this firm 
and in other sheet metal shops 
of Alton until in April, 1896, 
when he went into business 
for himself. Jim thinks so 
much of the sheet metal busi- 
ness that he has taught two 
of his sons the trade. and they 
are now working in his shop 
as full-fledged journeymen. 

When the movement to- 
ward the organization of 
sheet metal contractors was 
started twelve 
ago, the name of James J. 
3arrett was found among 
those who expended their time 
and money to crystallize it 
into actual accomplishment 

and ever since he has taken a great deal of interest in 
the National Association of Sheet Meta! Contractors 

In like manner, he gave of his time, energy and 
money to help form the Illinois state organization and 
in recognition of his meritorious work, he was elected 
vice-president of the Illinois Sheet Metal Contractors’ 
Association at the recent convention in Peoria. 

One of Mr. Barrett’s closest associates is Edmond 
I. Beall, the many-times mayor of Alton. In fact, 
they are such close cronies that there are those who 
say that James J. Barrett has as much to do with the 
administration of affairs in Alton as has his Honor, 
the Mayor. Be that as it may, this does not mean 
the citizens of thaf*thriving manufacturing city are 
not satisfied with the situation. 
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HALL OF FAME 








COLONEL JAMES K. FINN. 


In these days of war and pestilence, as the historian 
will class the years of 1914 and 1915, it is but natural 
that we should regard’a man who bears the title of 
colonel and looks the part, with more than ordinary 
respect. 

It is, however, to be remembered that in this country 
of the United States it is not necessary that a man 
should have distinguished himself on the battle field 
or as an expert drill master in order to achieve that 
highly honored title. 

In fact, many of our colonels of today are men of 
decidedly different accomplishments, and perhaps it 
is just as well that we have come to look upon mili- 
tary titles in such a way that we do not require a 
record of man-killing or 
bravery on the field of battle 
in order to bestow a military 
title on a man. 

With us, it is often a mat- 
ter of custom, or courtesy, as 
in the land of the magnolias 
and mint juleps, or the honor 
may be bestowed because he 
has distinguished himself as 
a good political worker— 
which, of course, means that 
he has a talent for organizing 
and inducing others to do 
what he thinks they ought to 
do. 

And when this is remem- 
bered, those who know Col- 
onel James K. Finn, the sub- 
iect of this sketch, did not 
wonder at all when the pres- 
ent governor of Illinois, the 
Honorable Edward F. Dunne, 
who for many years graced 
the judicial bench of Cook 
County and also gave excellent service as mayor of 
he city of Chicago, upon taking office announced 
that among the men who were to form his official 
staff the name of James K. Finn appeared as one of 
he first, for this gentleman is known as one of the 


active workers in his party and one who wields con- 


iderable influence, -which by the way is always 
xerted for the good of mankind, as he sees it. 
The Colonel is a genuine Chicago product, having 
rst seen the daylight through the hazy atmosphere 
this city on November 1, 1868. He attended the 
blic schools and later on graduated from the High 
‘chool of Blue Island, one of the southwestern sub- 
s of Chicago. 
\fter various experiences he became associated 





with the old firm of Eitel Brothers who are known in 
Illinois and the neighboring states as one of the chief 
sources of supply for those who prefer the good old 
German beer to the kind that is made in this country. 
He was connected with this concern for eight years 
as an outside representative. 

In 1908 he made a change and since then has been 
one Of the chief men on the sales force of the Amer- 
ican Wine Company, in St. Louis, Missouri. He has 
a large acquaintance among the hardware trade and 
when the Hardware Club of Chicago was formed his 
was one of the first names on the membership roll. 

As noted in the foregoing, he is a colonel on the 
staff of Governor Dunne of Illinois, and no one will 
gainsay the fact that he looks 
well in the fine uniform that 
the state of Illinois requires 
its colonels to wear. He has 
the bearing and appearance of 
a man who has never done 
anything but lead his men in 
battle, and if the truth be told, 
this same Colonel James K. 
Finn might be as good in that 
position as many of those who 
today are gaining glory in 
Europe. His name would in- 
dicate that he is not at all 
averse to a good fighf. 

When Chicago elected Will- 
iam Hale Thompson to serve 
as mayor a few weeks ago, the 
Colonel, strong Democrat as 
he is, couldn’t help feeling a 
little bit pleased, for he, like 
the new mayor, is an “In- 
dian,” which is the name by 
which many members of the 
Illinois Athletic Club = are 
known, and it will be remembered that William Hale 
Thompson was the first president of that organization 
which has done much for the advancement of athletics 
not only in Chicago but in Illinois. 

Colonel Finn is a real “joiner,’ by the way, and 
he belongs to a large number of clubs and fraternal 
societies, such as the Elks, which he serves as a per- 
manent member of the Membership Committee, the 
Illinois Traveling Men’s Association, and last, but not 
least, the Hardware Club of Chicago. 

In all of these he has a host of friends and admirers, 
for he is a royal good fellow and has the faculty of 
telling a good story in such a way that the point goes 
home every time. In fact, he has gained considerable 
fame as an entertainer of the monologue specialty.

“Has the advertising of the last decade had any ap- 
preciable influence on the home, on what our people 
eat, drink and wear? 

“Has it had anything to do with the prosperity of 
the family? 

“What’s the difference between Roosevelt, a public 
character, with regular full-page spreads before the 
war, and Roosevelt, private citizen, who has prac- 
tically been pushed off the boards by the war? 

“How many of last year’s college graduates would 
recognize pictures of Johnson or Buchanan, former 
Presidents of the United States, if they were suddenly 
thrown upon the screen, yet how many would miss a 
guess on the character now known in fiction as Lydia 
E. Pinkham, or the stolid features of Gerhard Men- 
nen?” 

These questions were hurled at the members of the 
Cincinnati Advertisers’ Club recently by Andrew Fox, 
advertising expert, of Chicago, to illustrate the great 
value of advertising. There are more than 25,000 
publications in the United States and Canada, he ex- 
plained. 

“If each of these carried annually $40,000 worth of 
advertising copy, the total amount spent in advertising 
would be $1,000,000,000,” he declared. “What would 
be the result upon the public if these 25,000 publica- 
tions were to be suspended for a year? 

“What would be the result on political propaganda

“Advertising is putting more business firms upon

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Some advertising copy is too dry to be productive ; the 
writers should study irrigation. 

“Our constantly increasing wealth, the growing di- 
versity of our possessions, on the one side, and the 
growing multiplicity of our wants on the other side, 
are the two outstanding facts of our modern commer- 
cial life. Together they explain the necessity and 
point the. value of advertising as a factor in the eco- 
nomical history of our times. For big business we 
need statistics. To attempt to do without them is to 
sail unchartered seas—to ignore them is to invite dis- 
aster.”

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Good Profits for Retail Hardware Stores 
in Sales of Wedding Gifts 


By Wiii1am T. Gorm ey, of Bullard and Gormley Company, Chicago, Illinois 








There are certain periods of the year when there is 
a spontaneous demand, so to speak, for articles of 
luxury in the various lines 
classed as hardware, and 
the month of June is one 
of those periods because of 
the exceedingly large num- 
ber of weddings which 
take place during that 
month, as well as because 
of the graduating exercises 
which also call for pres- 
SS “”_ ents. 


Willlam T. Gormley. It is estimated that dur- 
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ing a year one marriage takes place for every 7 
persons and also that fully one sixth of the total are 
married during the month of June. This means that 
in the average trade territory of say 20,000 people, 
almost 300 weddings will be celebrated in the course 
of a year and that fifty of these will take place during 
June. From this it will be seen that quite a lot of 
sales can be worked out for articles which are usually 
classed as luxuries and in which a very good profit 
can be made. For it must be remembered that the 
fifty weddings will mean from 350 to 500 sales, most 
of which with a little urging can be made by the local 
retail hardware dealer. 

It must be kept im mind, however, that inasmuch as 
these sales are of articles classed as luxuries, special 
attention must be drawn to them, both by newspaper 
and circular advertising and by window displays. 

Prospective brides and grooms and their friends 
are in a receptive frame of mind and it requires only 
that the right suggestion be made in order to effect a 
satisfactory sale. It is not a question of convincing 
the prospective customers that they should buy, be- 
cause they already have made up their minds to do 
that. The questions which they have not decided are 
in regard to the particular article they should buy and 
where they should buy it. The hardware dealer who 
makes the right suggestion in the right way has there- 
fore a much easier proposition than when he is en- 
deavoring to create sales for some special article, 
such as a washing machine or any other special piece 
of merchandise. 

In the average rural community, the hardware 
dealer who is “fon to his job” will have a fairly com- 
plete and accurate list of the prospective brides and 
will supplement his newspaper advertising with per- 
onal letters telling about the nice line of cutlery, 
ilverware and silver plated articles that he carries in 
tock and the reasonable prices which he asks for 
‘hem—possibly mentioning and giving prices on some 
f them. With these letters he should enclose some 

the very attractive booklets which are being fur- 
ished by the manufacturers for this very purpose. 


These booklets are well printed on high class paper 
with beautiful illustrations and can be made very help- 
ful. Similar letters should also be sent to the rela- 
tives and friends of the prospective new housekeep- 
ers and will no doubt, if properly written, result in 
many direct sales. 

Now as to the kind of merchandise which is espe- 
cially suitable for wedding presents: This is, of 
course, a matter which depends to some extent upon 
the local conditions and the financial standing of the 
persons in question. But such suitable articles as 
carving sets, fancy cutlery of all sorts, silver plated 
ware, solid silver and hollowware of various kinds 
and for various purposes will, of course, suggest 
themselves to anyone who at all considers the matter 
of preparing special advertisements for this period. 

Then there will be articles of luxury such as chafing 
dishes, electroliers, cut glass, percolators, etc. 

At the same time that the newspaper advertising 
matter is prepared, window and interior displays 
should be arranged which will supplement the circulars 
and newspaper advertisements by giving the prospec- 
tive customers an opportunity to see the articles that 
they have read about, and incidentally but very im- 
portant, it should be remembered that price tickets 
even on wedding presents are not only very desir- 
able, but very helpful in the making of sales. A tasty 
card nicely lettered does not at all detract from a well 
arranged window display but adds considerably to its 
efficiency as a sales producer. 

I have noticed a number of very excellent reproduc- 
tions of window displays in former issues of 
AMERICAN ARTISAN and also of newspaper advertise- 
ments which have been commented on by the Adver- 
tising Critic. These two departments are well worthy 
of careful study every week by any retail hardware 
dealer and his employes who wish to improve them- 
selves in the art of arranging window displays or in 
the profession of writing effective advertising.

The 
merchants are not pooling their interests or putting 
their names down to subscription papers, but each 
one is going ahead in his own way, connecting his 
efforts up with those of national advertisers. 

It was figured out that in Franklin County, of 
which Hampton is the capital and logical trading 
center, various national advertisers spend from 
fifteen to twenty-five thousand dollars a year, creating 
an asset for the goods they manufacture. This is a 
valuable asset the Hampton merchants figured, and to 
gain on it they are “coupling up.” 
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One of the first things they did was to adopt 
trademark, reading “Buy it in Hampton—thrice guar 
anteed goods,” which means the goods they are push 
ing are guaranteed not only by themselves, but by th: 
manufacturers who make them and label and adver 
tise them, also by the various publications who carr) 
the advertising. 

They are proving to the farmers of their trading 
territory that these nationally known goods can b« 
purchased at Hampton just as cheaply, and many of 
them cheaper, than they can be secured of merchants 
located in large cities who are necessarily subjected 
to an enormous expense and high rent. 

The merchants of Hampton laid the plan along 
simple lines. They decided they couldn’t do every- 
thing, but that they could do a few things well, so 
they started out by using their local papers, their 
windows to better advantage, and mail matter which 
manufacturers send them. In one of the accompany- 
ing illustrations are shown three of the pamphlets 
furnished by manufacturers, all of which bear the im- 
print of the “Buy-it-in-Hampton” trademark. 

The advertising in the local newspapers, which are, 
of course, boosting the work in their news columns, 
is looked upon as the most important and is not being 
done in a half-spirited manner. In the Hampton 
Chronicle of February 25th there appeared ten full- 
page advertisements, nineteen half-page advertise- 
ments and nine quarter-page advertisements, all offer- 
ing nationally known brands. The Frankiin County, 
also published at Hampton, during the same week 
had almost as large an issue. Several of these adver- 

tisements are shown in the accompanying illustrations. 

‘Buy it in Hampton” has become a household word 
already in the town homes and surrounding country. 
It rolls off the tongue easily. And 
best—it is being acted upon. The merchants and well- 
to-do citizens are practicing what they preach. In 
one of the prominent families which has now and 
then sent out of town for goods because they had the 
convenience of a charge account, a sensation was 
created by one of the members of the family finding 
that a line of hosiery which they had formerly pur- 
chased away carried in their home town and 
could be purchased cheaper than they were paying in 
a distant city. This experience led to an inquiry for 
other articles and the family found that the Hampton 
stores carried many things they were buying away 
and at as low prices as they were paying elsewhere. 

One circumstance that is pleasing the merchants 
very much is the fact that a nearby and larger town 
which has heretofore secured considerable trade from 
Hampton’s trading radius, had lately in competition 
began featuring nationally advertised goods, one store 
coming out with the heading, “We Carry Nationally 
Advertised Goods’”—a sort of “me, too” proposition, 
and one of the first times on record when merchants 
in a larger town have endeavored to realize on the 
promotion work of the merchants in a smaller town. 
In another nearby town an editorial appeared in one 
of their papers recommending that their merchants 
“couple up” with the “Franklin County Movement 
for Better Merchandise.” 

But the merchants are not making the mistake of 
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mfining all their work to the advertising of their 
tores or the goods in them. They are enlisting the 
nterest of the farmers in their town as a real com- 
nunity center and are approaching them in a manner 
vhich is likely to unite the commercial and farming 
business of the community and make all feel that 
anything that betters the community is an advantage 
to a majority of the individuals in it. As one mer- 
chant expressed it—*We are going to push the 
boundary of the town clear out to the county line.” 
In other words, they meant they were going to make 
every farmer in the county feel that he was a part of 
the town of Hampton. 

Following this idea, on Wednesday evening, March 
24th, the Commercial Club gave an “Ox Roast” as a 
part of their program, to the farmers of Franklin 
County. Nearly six-hundred farmers attended, which 
was an exceedingly large number in view of the very 
poor condition of the roads. The farmers seemed 
glad to have the invitation to become a part of the 
town of Hampton. The meeting warmed up in a 
lively way and it was pronounced a decided success 
by all. Most of the-little petty jealousies that exist 
around Hampton were “aired” in a jocular sort of 
way and a more complete understanding between the 
farmers and merchants was brought nearer. 

As soon as this was out of the way the promoters 
of the plan began arranging for an automobile short 
course—to teach general users the functions of the 
different parts of a car. As there are several hun- 
dred cars owned by farmers in the vicinity of the 
town it is expected that the course will be largely 
attended. The merchants are arranging to hold in 
connection with the course, an automobile show, a 
pure food show, and a style show. Plans are also 
being made for a great family picnic as early in the 
summer as the weather will permit. It is expected 
that ten thousand people’ will “get together” at this 
picnic and that it will be one of the largest gather- 
ings ever held in North Central Iowa. Judging from 
the success of the barbecue when six hundred farmers 
came over bad roads, this attendance seemed very rea- 
sonable to anticipate. 

This all shows what a town can do when it gets 
interested in its own business and really wakes up. 
Some of the merchants first thought that if they 
coupled up with national advertising, or as they ex- 
pressed it, were to “push the other fellow’s goods,” 
that they would lose their identity as merchants. They 
have found, however, that they can increase their 
identity or personality because they add to their pres- 
tige the reputation of the goods they are now pushing.

William D. Disston, the president of the Company, 
in the following statement outlined the policy of his 
Company in regard to orders for war supplies: 

The warring nations must look to America for sup- 
plies of ammunition, shoes, uftiforms and food. There 
is no reason why Philadelphia should not get a big 
share of the business. It would mean much to the 
great army of workers. 

Despite the reticence of manufacturers, it is known 
that other firms are following the example of the Dis- 
ston plant and are making efforts to obtain orders.

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WASTE STEAM FROM ONE PLANT MADE TO 
SERVE USEFUL PURPOSE IN 
ANOTHER PLANT. 





One day an inquisitive person noticed a jet of steam 
coming in a steady flow from the exhaust pipe of a 
stationary steam engine, and the thought struck him 
that here was a lot of power going to waste. As a 
result of his experiments the “waste” steam was har- 
nessed and utilized in several ways. In some places 
it served to heat water for various purposes ; in others 
it was used to warm buildings; in still others it oper- 
ated electric generators thus producing light and 
power, without any appreciable expenditure. 

An example of this is found in the modern plant 
of the Allth-Prouty Company, Danville, Illinois, 
manufacturers of door hangers and other hardware 
specialties, where both waste gases and exhaust steam 
are put to good use. The waste gases formed by the 
melting iron in the foundry of the Danville Malleable 
Iron Company furnish the heating power for the 
boiler and this boiler drives a 400 horse power elec- 
tric generator which operates all the machinery in the 
latter plant. 

The exhaust steam from the engines, pumps, com- 
pressors in this plant is then piped through a 700 feet 
tunnel to the plant of the Allith-Prouty Compan) 
where it is used for heating purposes.

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HARDWARE CLUB 
OF CHICAGO AND ITS DOINGS 


















At the Weekly Luncheon of the Hardware Club of 


Chicago, Tuesday, May 18th, the members and their 


guests were treated to an interesting address by 

Charles Anderson Pace, formerly Industrial Commis- 

sioner of the Chicago Association of Commerce and 

now Secretary of the Chicago Produce Terminal 
Corporation. 

Mr. Pace first outlined the great problem presented 
by the fact that produce brought into Chicago by train 
must be reloaded and hauled so many times before it 
reaches the retail distributor—the local grocer. 

Some of the figures that the speaker drew were truly 
appalling in their greatness. South Water Street, for 
instance, does alone over three times as much busi- 
ness as the great State Street department stores, or 
more than three hundred million dollars in a year. 
In a three-story building 20x105 feet one firm sells 
over three million dollars worth of produce per year, 
and South Water Street only handles a portion of the 
produce that is sold in Chicago. The total team 
charge involved so far as the commission houses of 
this market are concerned amount to seven million 
dollars a year or $20,000 a day—all or at least a very 
large share of it a dead waste, to say nothing about 
the damage done to the fruit, vegetables, and other 
kinds of produce hauled from the railroad freight 
yards to the commission houses. 

This great sum must be paid by the consumer with- 
out giving him anything in return. 

The solution offered by Mr. Pace and his associates, 
in the form of a central produce terminal on the Chi- 
cago Belt Line, near the Union Stock Yards, with 
distributing stations in the centers of the various 
sections of the City and with refrigerator auto trucks, 
looks more than plausible and is in fact in a fair way 
to become a reality, inasmuch as many of the commis- 
sion houses which are referred to as ‘ 
have agreed to the proposition. 

Mr. Pace’s address was listened to with much inter- 
est and maps which were distributed showing the loca- 
tion of the terminal and the branch distributing 
depots were examined carefully and carried away by 
every one who received them.

Section 1 Any “persom firm, corporation or association 
who, with intent to sell or in any wise dispose of merchandise. 
securities, service, dr anything offered by such person, firm, 
corporation or association, directly or indirectly, to the public 
for sale or distribution, or with intent to increase the consump- 
tion thereof, or to induce the public in any manner to enter inte 
any obligation relating thereto, ur t¢ acquire title thereto,’ or 
an interest therein, makes, publishes, disseminates; circulates, 
or places before the public, or causes, directly or indirectly, to 
be made, published, disseminated, corculated, or placed before 
the public, in this state, in a newspaper or other publication, 
or in the form of a hook, notice handbill, poster, bill, circular, 
pamphlet or letter, or in any other way, an advertisement of 
any sort regarding merchandise, securities, service, or any- 
thing so offered to public. which advertisement contains any 
assertion, representation or statement of fact which is untrue, 
deceptive or misleading, shall be guilty of-a misdemeanor, and 
shall upon conviction thereof be punished bya fine of not less 
than twenty-five dollars nor more than five hundred dollars: 
or by imprisonment in the county jail not‘less than ten days_ 
nor more than minety days, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment; providing that nothing herein shall apply to any pro- 
prietor or publisher of any newspaper or magazine who pub- 
lishes, disseminates, or circulates any such advertisement with- 
out the knowledge of the unlawful or untruthful nature of such 
advertisement

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HEATING AND VENTILATING 








ADVANTAGES OF STOVE HEATING OVER 
OPEN FIRE PLACES. 


In an article reviewing the various methods of room 
heating, Dr. W. A. Evans, former Health Commis- 
sioner Of Chicago, and a recognized authority on 
hygienic problems, makes the following comparison 
between stoves and open fire places: 

Heating by stoves has some advantages over heat- 
ing by open fires. It is less wasteful of fuel. The 
feed of air and the loss up the pipe can be much better 
regulated. It is in the middle of the room, and more 
people can get around it. A much larger portion of 
the room is comfortable enough to work in. It shares 
with the open grate the advantage of being something 
of a foolproof ventilating device. 

Furthermore, it is easy with a kettle of water to 
humidify a stove heated room. 

As against this there are some disadvantages. The 
old fashioned cast iron stove from time to time would 
get red hot. Whenever that happened we had the air 
of the room exposed to iron at about 2,000 degrees. 
Under these circumstances air develops a burnt odor, 
due to charring of organic matter. More important, 
it becomes charged with carbon monoxide gas—a 
poisonous substance. 


Present practice has done away with cheap castiron 
stoves. Instead, there are now stoves with fireclay 
around the firebox, air jackets and water pans. The 
walls of these stoves never get red hot; the heat fed 
out by the fireclay is more uniform. 


The arrangement of drafts and stacks is such as to 
burn the coal to complete combustion and to extract 
from the stack as much heat as is feasible. The ob- 
ject of the humidifier is to add moisture to the air at 
about the same rate as heat is added. The jacketing 
is so arranged that fresh cold air is drawn into the 
room through ducts conducted to a space around the 
stove and then, after being heated, is discharged into 
the room. 

Stove heating as compared with open grate heating 
is economical, but it is far from being economical 
heating. The disadvantage of being inefficient heating 
it shares with open fires, but it is less of an offender. 
Stove heating is dirty. The air of the room is pol- 
luted by ashes. The air of the outside is polluted by 
smoke. 

HEATING BY GAS. 

For heating by gas there are advantages and dis- 
advantages. Where gas is cheap, it is economical 
heating. The gas is quickly turned off or on, up or 


down. It is clean heating. It does not pollute the air 


‘ the room with ashes nor the outside air with smoke, 
nders, or dust. 
\s gas is free from sulphur, its smoke does not con- 





tain the irritating sulphurous acid, nor the destructive 
sulphuric acid. 

There are, though, certain gas heating practices 
which are so bad that sanitarians advise against gas 
heating. One custom is to burn gas in gas logs. The 
‘gas issues from small pipes into larger ones and then 
emerges by many openings hidden by dust catching 
asbestos. As the holes are concealed it is never easy 
to know whether all the holes are “lit.” 

The rule is for some unburned gas to escape into 
the room from some “unlit hole.” As there is not a 
scientifically determined relation between the size ot 
the supply pipe, the size of the log, and the size of the 
holes taken together, some holes get a mixture of gas 
and air which will not burn. 

Even a more harmful practice is that of having gas 
burners chimneyless. Whenever anything is burned, 
products of combustion are formed. There is no 
escape from that. Merely because you do not carry 
your fuel in a scuttle you can not conclude that you 
need no chimney for your fire. 

Burning gas uses oxygen out of the air. Oxygen 
to replace it must be supplied. It heats the air; a pro- 
portionate amount of moisture must be added some- 
how. It pours into the air carbonic acid, carbon mon- 
oxide, ethylene, and perhaps other products. 

Whether the flame burns blue, white, or yellow 
makes a difference between the relative quanitities of 
these gases. As some of these gases are more poison- 
ous than others, it makes some difference in the harm- 
fulness of the products of combustion. 

Whether the flame be one color or another, however, 
harmful products are poured into the air. A single 
gas jet does not pollute the air enough to demand a 
pipe to the outside air. A common provision of the 
law is that when the amount of gas burned in a room 
exceeds twelve feet per hour there shall be a pipe to 
the outside air. 

Under the prevailing practice gas heating 4s at a dis- 
advantage from the ventilation standpoint, as com- 
pared with open grate, stove, or any other kind of 
heating.

PATTERNS FOR ROUND TAPERING ELBOW. 


BY O. W. KOTHE. 

When laying out the elbow that must be tapering 
and made to a given Jength then the method here 
shown can be readily applied. The main point is to 
establish the mitre lines in the taper, and to do this 
you divide the quarter circle in the half section into as 
many equal spaces to make the proper number of 


face line as in points 2’-3’-4’, etc. Now from these 
points draw radial lines to the center X thus cutting 
each mitre line as shown. As these radial lines are not 
the true length, therefore it is necessary to shift each 
one over to the slant outline of elevation. This is done 
by projecting points over to the line J-7 from each 
point where the radial lines intersect the mitre lines 
so as to establish the true point to cut off the radial 
line in pattern so as not to get it too small or too large.

To AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Relative to the Metal Trim Resolution as passed by 
the Illinois State Association at Peoria, I want to say 
that the National Association of Sheet Metal Con- 
tractors stand squarely and firmly on the first prin- 
ciple, which is—sheet metal work for sheet metal men. 
There is and can be no question as to who shall make 
it and there is far less question, or to be more em- 
phatic, who must erect it. This is rather a queer situ- 
ation and it was brought about solely by a trade that 
is entirely different from the sheet metal trade, trying 
to save something for themselves, that through the 
force of changing conditions, must be lost to them. 

Metal trim and doors are replacing wood products 
to a most marked degree, due entirely to the fact that 
a non-combustible material must be used. This was 
such a serious loss to the carpenters that they claim 
this work without any ground or reason other than 
merely to claim it. The day when the sheet metal 
men will permit any one to intrude, yes, elbow us out 
of our own, is over. We will keep what is ours and 
at the Denver Convention further action will be taken 
on this most important question. We want the trade 
at large to clearly understand this and we propose to 
see this matter settled to our satisfaction. There are 
sections in this big country where metal trim will not 
be used for some time to come, but the time is coming 
when all of us will require this class of material in 
connection with our contracts. So let us look ahead 
at this time; let us clear up a most unsatisfactory con- 
dition and remove any further cause for friction and 
any possible misconception as to our rights. 

Metal up to Number 10 gauge is now being used 
by our craft and we will continue to do so. We are 
the men who have developed this big and highly inter- 
esting industry and we will not permit any other trade 
to take it away from us. 

In conclusion wish to say that we would indeed be 
poor sheet metal men to allow this situation to con 
tinue. Should we claim all wood work coming in 
connection with our work, you can rest assured that 
we would create a very militant crowd of men and : 
highly charged atmosphere and just as a reminder, it’ 
a poor rule that does not work both ways.

CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS. 

After careful consideration and discussion the fol- 
lowing Constitution and By-Laws have been adopted 
by the Association: 

Constitution. 
ARTICLE 1. 
Title. 


This Association shall be known as the Allied Sheet 
Metal Contractors’ Association of Chicago. 


ARTICLI 

Object. 
This Association is organized for commercial and socia 
purposes, and has for its special objects the advancement 
of the trade generally, promoting the welfare of all its 


members, protecting the trade from imposition, promoting 
amicable relations between employes and employer, on a 
basis of mutual interest and equitable justice to both; to 
build up a feeling of confidence and friendship, to alia) 
anv feeling of animosity that may exist or arise among its 
members, and so enlist the welfare of all engaged in the 
business to their mutual benefit. 
ARTICLI 3. 


Officers. 
The officers of the Association shall consist of a Presi- 
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dent, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer and eight Gov- 
ernors, and a Sergeant-at-Arms. 

ARTICLE 4. 

Members. 

Section 1. All Master Sheet-Metal Workers engaged 
in the sheet metal business or any of its branches in the 
City of Chicago and vicinity are eligible to membership in 
this Association. 

Section 2. Any person or firm engaged in the sale of 
sheet metal or its by-products is eligible to associate mem- 
bership, but is not entitled to a vote on any questions gov- 
erning, or for the welfare of the Association. 

Section 3. The name of any person or firm wishing to 
join the Association must be proposed by a member, the 
proposal to be signed in writing. Said proposal shall be 
read in open meeting and if no objections to same are lodged 
with the President or Board of -Governors, he shall by order 
of the President be admitted to membership of the Asso- 
ciation at the next regular meeting of said Association. 

Section 4. Should the candidate for membership fail 
to be elected, he cannot be proposed again for the next six 
months. 

Section 5. Every member on his election shall he re- 
quired to sign the roll and pay his initiation fee to the Sec- 
retary, and upon receiving the Constitution and By-Laws 
and pledge himself on his honor to abide by them, and also 
to pursue such honorable line of conduct as is expected 
from members of respectable associations 

ARTICLE 5. 
Duties of President and Vice-President. 

It shall be the duty of the President (or in his absence, 
the Vice-President) to preside over all meetings of the 
Association. He can call a special meeting of the Associa- 
tion at any time by request of five members of said Asso- 
ciation. If both President or Vice-President are absent then 
a presiding officer shall be selected from the members pres- 
ent upon motion so to do. 

The President shall be ex-officio member of all commit- 
tees 

ARTICLE 6. 
Duties of Secretary. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a correct 
record of all the proceedings of the Association. 

To sign certificate of membership. 

To keep an accurate account with the Treasurer and 
members of the Association. 

Sign all orders on the Treasurer, countersigned by the 
President. 

Conduct the correspondence for the Association, read 
and file all communications, bills, etc. 

Keep a roster of its members and notify them of the 
various meetings. 

Receive all money due the Association and pay the same 
to the Treasurer 

The Secretary shall be ex-officio member of all com- 
mittees. 

Perform such other duties incident to his office. 

And, at the expiration of his term of office, he shall 
deliver over to his successor all books, papers, etc., belong- 
ing to the Association. 

The Secretary shall receive, for the faithful performance 
of his duties, a salary to be decided upon by the Board of 
Governors. 

ARTICLE 7. 
Duties of Treasurer. 

It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive all money 
from the Secretary, or otherwise, belonging to the Associa- 
tion and give the proper receipt for the same. He shall 
keep a correct account of it in books provided for that pur- 
pose, and deposit or invest the same under the direction of 
the Board of Governors. He shall pay all bills against the 
\ssociation, when duly authorized by the Association, and 
upon presentation of an order signed by the President and 
countersigned by the Secretary. He shall keep an account 
of all money received and disbursed, and carefully preserve 
all vouchers and bills for money paid out by him, and all 
bonds and securities of any kind belonging to the Associa- 
tion. He shall at all times be able to give a detailed report 
of the finances of the Association to the Board of Gov- 
ernors, or the President, at their request, and shall make 
a quarterly report to the Association at a regular meeting. 
The funds, vouchers and securities in hand shall at all times 
be subject to the inspection of the Board of Governors; he 
shall, before entering upon the duties of his office, give a 
bond, for such a sum as may be determined by the Board 
of Governors, for the faithful performance of it, to be paid 
for by the Association, and for these services he shall re- 
ceive a salary to be decided upon by the Board of Governors. 

ARTICLE 8. 
Duties of Board of Governors. 

Section 1. The Board of Governors shall have general 
supervision of the affairs of the Association and shall at all 
times advise for its best interests and for the promotion of 
the interests for which the Association is founded. Audit 
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all books belonging to the Association at the end of each 
current year, or upon request of the President, and shall 
have control of all investments, and keep an inventory of 
the same. Examine into all preferred charges against mem- 
bers. To have charge of all bonds and all property of the 
Association other than that in keeping of other officers; se- 
lect and provide, by lease or otherwise, the apartments or 
premises required by the Association, and the employment of 
such necessary assistance or purchase of material, subject, 
however, to the approval of the Association, and perform 
such other duties as are consistent with their offices not herein 
mentioned. 

Section 2. They shall have the power to fill all vacan- 
cies which occur previous to the following election. The said 
appointees shall occupy the position only during the period 
previous to the following election. 

ARTICLE 9. 
Quorum. 

Section 1. Eleven members present at any meeting shali 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of the business of 
the Association. 

Section 2. Five Governors shall constitute a quorum in 
the Board of Governors’ meeting. 


ARTICLE 10. 
Amendment of Constitution. 

All proposed alterations or amendments to the Constitu- 
tion shall be submitted to the Association in writing at a 
regular meeting and then lie over to the second meeting 
following. Due notice, containing copy of such alteration 
or amendment, shall be mailed to each member, at least one 
week previous to the meeting at which action is to be taken 
thereon. Such alterations or amendments must be sustained 
by a three-fourth vote of the members present. 


By-Laws. 
ARTICLE 1. 
Meetings. 


Section 1. The regular meeting of the Association shall 
be held at such time or place as may be decided upon by said 
Association at a regular meeting. 

Section 2. All members must register in a book pro- 
vided for that purpose before entering Meeting Room. 


ARTICLE 2. 
Order of Business. 


After the meeting has been called to order by the pre- 
siding officer, the following order of business will be ob-

11. Remarks for the good of the Association. 

12. Adjournment. 

ARTICLE 3. 
Candidates and Fees. 


All applications for membership shall be signed by the 
candidate, stating his name, age, place of business and in 
what line engaged. _ :

Smokeless Firepot for 
Tinsmiths. 
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HARDENING A HACKSAW BLADE FOR USE 
ON STEEL. 


Ordinary hacksaw blades are not intended for very 
hard steel, and if it is desired to cut such steel the 
blade should be hardened. In hardening these blades - 
they would warp out of shape when brought to a 
‘herry red. The blade should be bound flat on an 
old file and both heated together, the blade will be 
kept flat, and the file will retain the heat while prepar- 
ing to dip it. 

The temper of the blade end should be drawn to 
prevent breaking. For extremely hard temper heat 
to a cherry red, and give the blade a mercury bath, 
but do not inhale the fumes, as they are poisonous. 
Saws or drills hardened in mercury will readily cut 
glass if moistened in turpentine. In using a hard 
blade do not press too hard, and run it slowly. 

All steel instruments when heated to a red heat 
ose a portion of their carbon, which loss means a 
softening of the surface on the instrument. This loss 
is especially noticed in fine insttuments, the more 
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delicate ones being utterly ruined. To protect them 
from this loss they should, be covered with a layer ol 
potash or other medium. This may be accomplished 
by heating slightly and rubbing with soap.

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METAL TRADE REMAINS FIRM AS RAILROAD 
BUYING OF EQUIPMENT MATERIAL 
CONTINUES. 





The essential stability and power of the financial and 
business structure has been proven by the develop- 
ments of the past week. Although there was a con- 
siderable slowing up of specifications on contracts 
for bars to be used for shrapnel due to the Lusitania 
incident, manufacturers of these missiles nevertheless 
took care that nearby requirements were fully cov- 
ered. Too liberal specifying was, however, discour- 
aged owing to the uncertainty of the future. The iron 
and steel trade continues to hold its own on the same 
encouraging basis of output as before. Although the 
domestic consumption is somewhat reduced, war or- 
ders coming in from Europe still produce marked 
prosperity in many lines. 

The steel trade in general is being buoyed up con- 
siderably by the large inquiries and orders which are 
being placed by the railroads. Orders for 14,900 
freight cars and 75 locomotives and calling for 200,- 
000 tons of steel have been closed by the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad against the large inquiries which were 
recently circulated. This order is the largest which 
has been made by any railroad system since the New 
York Central lines placed their orders last June and 
July. Steel rail contracts which have recently been 
closed include 1800 tons for the Baltimore and Ohio, 
1200 tons for the Missouri, Kansas and Texas, and 
1500 tons for the Norfolk and Western. 

Inquiry from foreign governments still continues. 
Russian orders for cars to the amount of at least 15,- 
ooo are still pending. Nothing further, however, has 
been done by that country on the matter of rail pur- 
chases for the inquiries recently received. 

The United States Steel Corporation’s operations 
continue to increase gradually but quietly, and last 
week were considerably better than 75 percent of their 
ingot capacity. This week’s schedule is only a shade 
below 8o percent. 

“Possible 
international political complications affect sentiment 


Bradstreet’s review of the trade says: 


and prices in speculative markets, particularly securi- 
ties, grain and cotton, and perhaps throw shadows 
over optimistic expectations of a boom in trade, but 
thus far foreign developments have failed of espe- 
cially untoward effect upon domestic trade or in- 
dustry. 


“In fact, and allowing for seasonal shifting from 
one branch of distribution to another, growth over a 
rather wide area seems to be the chief characteristic, 
and in industrial quarters evidences of increasing 
activity are patent, though, of course, certain enter- 
prises and sections of the country must still be counted 
among the economic laggards. 





“In any event, the week has brought forth better 
retail trade, thanks to warmer weather, while activit) 
in wholesale and jobbing lines is reflected in north- 
western, southwestern and central western reports. 

“Foreign orders continue heavy, and urgent de- 
mand for war supplies stimulates industry, helps 
bridge the gap in domestic demand, and makes for a 
shortage of certain kinds of skilled mechanics.” 


STEEL. 

Prices on steel plates have stiffened and the market 
in general is buoyant, due to the orders which have 
been received from the railroads. Structural inquiries 
are more numerous and the sales of the pig iron have 
tended to cause prices to rise. Eastern plate mills 
have increased operations to 80 percent while quota- 
tions are being firmly maintained at 1.20 cents, Pitts- 
burgh. In the Chicago market, soft steel bars may be 
said to be the firmest product in the finished steel 
market. Prices here are being maintained at 1.39 
cents Chicago mill. Excellent specifications are being 
made against existing -contracts. Agricultural imple- 
ment makers in this district are evidencing increased 
interest in last half requirements but up to the present 
only a few minor contracts have been closed. Buyers 
still remain out of the market. Reports from the East 
tend to show that makers of agricultural implements 
there have closed orders more promptly for their re- 
quirements than those at Chicago, but it is expected 
that the next month will see business firmly lined up 
also in Chicago. 


COPPER. 

The copper market remains unchanged and quiet 
but the international crisis has apparently increased 
operations in the government arsenals and foundries 
and this may be expected to reflect itself very shortl) 
in the market. As the war demand is more likely to 
increase than decrease at the present, it is hardly prob- 
able that any reaction of moment will take place in 
copper prices even though domestic consumption con- 
tinues as poor as is at present the case. The price of 
1g cents for Lake Copper remains firm and producers 
claim to be well sold ahead. Exports continue ani 
aggregate up to 19,972 tons for the month. In the 
Chicago market, prices for copper remain firm aid are 
quoted at 24 cents. 


TIN. 

The tin market was quiet and an easy undertone 
prevailed. Deliveries on old contracts to consumers 
are large but no new inquiries have reached the mar- 
ket. Because of this and efforts being made to sel! 
lots ex-steamer afloat, a weak market has been created. 
Prices in New York are being quoted at 38% cents 


for Spot and 38 cents for May. June is not being 
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reely offered, but July may be obtained at 365¢ cents 
and August and September, 36 cents. International 
complications have, however, developed a feeling of 
uncertainty among operators and for a time neither 
juvers nor sellers showed any anxiety to do business. 
Some importers are still behind in making deliveries 
due to the difficulties encountered in handling the 
metal under the present British restrictions. In the 
Chicago market pig tin is being quoted at 41 cents, 
while bar tin is quoted at 42 cents. Solder prices 
show a drop of about two cents over the quotations of 
\lay 15th and are quoted as follows: XXX Guar- 
anteed, % & %, 24% cents; Commercial, %4 & %, 
22% cents; No. 1 Plumbers, 21 cents. 


TIN PLATE. 

No large business is being done in the tin plate 
market. A falling off in specifications against con- 
tracts is reported from the mill district and if, the sit- 
uation does not improve a reduction in price is likely 
to result. Prices in New York are being based on 
the mill price of coke tins which is quoted at $3.35 
per 100 pounds. 


LEAD. 

Generally speaking, the lead market may be classed 
as quiet although apparently there is a good volume of 
business being done right along in the New York 
market. The price of Spot tin is now being quoted at 
4.20 cents per pound. In the East St. Louis market, 
tin for immediate delivery was sold at 4.12% to 4.17% 
cents in 50,000 pound lots. The export movement in 
lead last Wednesday was not as large as it has been 
heretofore, there being only 47 tons shipped from 
New York as follows: 27 long tons to Manilla and 
20 tons to Argentine. In the Chicago market prices 
on pig and bar lead have experienced a uniform drop 
of ten cents and are now quoted as follows: Pig 
lead, $4.50; bar lead, $5.00. Sheet lead is quoted at 
$6.25 which price is the same as that quoted on 
May 15th. 

SHEETS. 

The market on galvanized sheets continues to ad- 
vance due to the high price of spelter. The American 
Sheet and Tin Plate Company has advanced its quota- 
tion for No. 28 gauge galvanized sheets from $3.40 to 
$3.60 and has boosted prices on other gauges to a 
corresponding degree. Black sheets are quoted at 
|.80 cents minimum while blue annealed sheets are 
listed at 1.35 cents. It is reported that specifications 
against contracts the last week were heavier than 
those which have been received in any similar period 
for the past two years. In the Chicago market, con- 
ditions are unsettled. Black sheets remain steady at 
lormer quotations and comparatively small demand 
is reported. Makers of galvanized sheets are quoting 
a wide range of prices.

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SPELTER. 


The spelter market continues to be active and some 
excitement has ensued, due to the big demand which 
has recently come in, at least 10,000 to 15,000 tons 
having been sold since last Saturday. Domestic con- 
sumers continue to scour the market besides some 
good inquiries received from foreign countries so that 
for the present, at any rate, activity promises to con- 
tinue. One of the features of the buying movement 
is the fact that domestic consumers are willinng to 
cover ahead at present prices. Sales as high as 13.50 
to 13.75 have been closed on futures. Prompt and 
June are now quoted at 14.50 to 15.50 and a rumor 
has been heard that these deliveries are soon to be 
quoted at 16 cents. The United States Navy depart- 
ment has recently purchased 4oo tons of high grade 
spelter at around 17% to 17% cents to be delivered 
the end of the year. The East St. Louis market is 
excited and prices are quoted at 15 to 1514 cents. The 
Chicago market has advanced and is now quoted at 
$16.00. Sheet zinc continues to advance the new quo- 
tations being $18.50 for cask lots and $18.75 to $19.25 
for less than cask lots. This is an advance of 50 cents 
over prices quoted last week. 


PIG IRON. 

Pig iron in the Pittsburgh district remains quiet so 
far as sales are concerned. Basic is still being held at 
$12.65 but these quotations have received some ver) 
severe tests recently. During the past week more 
stacks have blown in. In the Birmingham district in- 
quiry continues good and the pig iron market remains 
unchanged. No. 2 Southern foundry is generally be- 
ing quoted at $10.00. Melters of pig iron in Chicago 
continue to manifest interest and inquiry is still active 
although tonnages as heavy as those of a week ago 
have not been involved. Malleable melters are still 
entering the market in a small way, but are evidencing 
more interest than they have displayed for several 
months. Northern furnaces continue to hold prices 
firmly at $13.00 Chicago furnace. Most sellers are 
now holding Southern iron at $10.00 Birmingham and 
numerous offers of tonnages at $9.50 and $9.75 have 
been refused. On the whole, the market appears to be 
firm at established quotations.
